ger of what is considered generally to 
be the safeguard of the steel ship bas 
been shown in several engagements be­ 
tween armored ships in the past five or 
six yearn. 
A naval fight in the Argentina revo­ 
lution was marked by disasters that 
would not have happened to wooden, 
unsheathed vessels. 
In the revolution of 1892 the revolu­ 
tionists seissed the coast defense armor- 
clad Andes. 
She was an English built 
craft, with eight inch armor on her tur­ 
ret and five inches on her conning tow­ 
er. 
A barbette ironclad, the Indepen­ 
d en ts, opened fire on her with a nine 
inch gun. 
The first shell struck the 
armor belt near the stern, smashed the 
steering gear, cut across the ship through 
five bulkheads and exploded finally be­ 
hind the inner armor on the other side 
of the ship. 
Another shell 
passed 
lengthwise through the ship and e x -1 
ploded against the conning tower. 
It is the opinion of all naval experts 
that both of these shots, which did 
much damage, would have pierced the j 
vessel had the been unarmored, leaving 
only harmless holes above the water | 
line. 
Both shots struck ber well above j 
the water line, and they would not 
have entered the body of the ship at all 
bad they not beau deflected by the armor. 
The resistance of a wooden ship would 
not have been great enough to cause the 
explosion of the shells, as they had 
been set to explode by impact. 
When the Huascar fought the Chilean 
squadron, a shot that pierced one side 
of her turret exploded against the other 
and killed almost every man in it. 
A 
second shot did the same aud killed * 
every man of the arew that had been 
sent in to replace the first crew. In the 
same manner a shell exploded in the 
conning tower and smashed it complete- 1 
ly, killing Admiral Oran. 
In all these cases the exploding shells 
were not the only means of destruction 
and death. 
The shattered armor killed i 
many. 
Of course the instances mentioned 
need not apply to the great armored I 
ships of the I urge nations. 
What fight­ 
ing has been done by ships of modern 
construction has not been done in cir­ 
cumstances that make their experience 
particularly valuable from a technical 
viewpoint. 
The Hbips mentioned did 
not carry the weight of armor that is 
carried by our vessels, but enough was 
seen in these tights to show that any­ 
thing except the best armor is as likely 
to prove a death trap as protection to 
the men behind it.— New York Press.

McCu llagb. That was six years ago , 
and tho se who knew Brau n then knew 
a man who was as mild and gentle as 
co u ld be. 
His friends little dreamed 
that he wo nld beco me tbe edito r o f su ch 1 
a fiery pu blicatio n as The Ico no clast. 
In fact, Brann made his first hit o n The ■ 
Glo be-Demo crat with a big Su nday arti­ 
cle o n tbe apple cro p o f so u thern IIli- ¡ 
no is. 
“ Brau u had beau o n the paper a few 
weeks,” said a western newspaper man 
yesterday, in discu ssing this eccentric 
character, ‘‘and hadn't su cceeded in 
tu rning in mu ch co py. One day McCu l­ 
lagb su ggested that Brann take an art­ 
ist, go o ver into Egypt—as lo wer Illi­ 
no is is called—and ‘write u p’ the apple 
indu stry, which is a so u rce o f great rev­ 
enu e to that part o f the state. Brann 
started o u t, and the rest o f u s were 
mo re o r less cu rio u s to see ho w ho 
wo u ld co me o u t. 
His article appeared 
tbe next Su nday, and it is needless to 
say that it was a first rate su rprise, 
Brann had made a rheto rical flo wer 
garden o u t o f the page that had been 
assigned to him.

Washington 
, April 11.—Señ or Gon­ 
zalo dc Qtiesada, the diplomatic repre­ 
sentative of the Cub an insurgents has 
issued a signed statement to show that 
the insurgents have a regularly organ­ 
ized civil government whose independ­ 
ence cun b e recognized. 
He says: 
"From the very inception of the revo­ 
lution the Cub auB provided for a civil 
power. The Cub an revolutionary party, 
which prepared and directed the move­ 
ment, was a civil organization headed 
b y Jose Marti, most zealous in estab lish­ 
ing the paramount influence of the law 
over the sword. 
General Gomez then 
and throughout all the revolution has 
shown himself desirous that the civil 
authorities should have the supreme 
power. 
When he and Marti landed 
their first aim was to ooustitnte a pro 
visional government. 
“The death of Marti postponed for a 
time the selection of the representa­ 
tives, hut in the b eginning of Septem- 
l>er, 189 5, the call previously issued was 
ouwplied with. 
Representatives from each of 
the 
provinces of Santiago, Puerto Principe, 
Santa Clara and tlie western part of 
the island, comprising the provinces of 
Matanzas and Hab ana, making 20 in 
all, were elected to the constituent as 
soinb ly, wiü ch was to estab lish a civil 
government, repub lican iu form. 
“ The constituent assemb ly, composed ¡ 
of doctors, lawyers and distinguished 
Cub ans, met at Jimagnaya, iu the prov­ 
ince of Puerto Principe, on the 18th of 
Septemb er, 189 5. 
it was duly organ­ 
ized, it solemnly declared the independ­ 
ence of Cub a and its separation from 
the Spanish monarchy, and confirmed 
the existence of the repub lic of Cub a 
among the political divisions of the 
'world. The constitution,b ased on demo­ 
cratic and repub lican principles, w7as to 
lie in force two years, unless the free­ 
dom of Cul» a was ob tained previous to 
the expiration of that time. 
“On the 18th of S ep tem b er officers of 
the government were elected b y the con­ 
stituent assemb ly in accordance with 
the terms of the constitution and gen­ 
erals of the army elected. 
“ During the two years of the Cis 
uoros administration, and up to the 
present time of Maso s, the civil au­ 
thorities of the repub lic have exercised 
their functions throughout the territory 
controlled b y the repub lic of Cub a, 
which is ab out three-fourths of the 
island. 
There is a governor in every 
province, who has his sub ordinates and 
employes. 
“ The provinces are divided into pre­ 
fectures, under the supervision of the 
secretary of the interior. The duties of 
the prefects are various and are sub ject 
to special laws. 
That these prefectures 
are in working operation, the official 
telegrams of the Spanish press afford 
innumerab le proofs. 
General Blanco, 
in a communication to his government, 
under date of March 18, pub lished in all 
the Madrid papers, says: 
“ ‘Havana—Uaptain general to minis­ 
ter of war: In operutious of columns 
in the east, the military linos of the 
enemy b etw’een Bayamo, Manzanillo 
and Canto were b roken, also destroying 
the civil organization which they had 
in that territory for two years. ’ 
“ Documents were tiled b efore the sen­ 
ate committee of foreign relations last 
April, which were pub lished as docu- ! 
incut No. 19 , Fifty lifth congress, tirst 
session, which proved that the civil gov 
em inent legislated as to commerce, gov- ; 
em inent workshops,manufactories,ooast 
inspectors, postotnoes, that stamps have ¡ 
b een issued, pub lic schools estab lished, 
civil marriage provided for; that the pub ­ 
lic traesury is well organized, taxes b eing 
collected and amounting to hnndrcds of j 
thousands of dollars. President Cisneros, , 
and afterwards President Maso, issuing j 
state papers as they b ecame opportune. I 
The military authorities are sub ordinate 
to the civil government. 
In many docu- ¡ 
inputs the generals so declare it, and | 
General 
Gomez, the 
commander-in- | 
clviof, duly took the oath to the constitu­ 
tion. 
“The general nqiorta of the civil gov- I 
eruor of the east, Carlos Munnei de ¡ 
Céspedes, for the years 189 6 and 189 7, 
quoted in one of ¡Senator Morgan’s 
speeches, confirm every one of our 
statements and is worthy of perusal. 
Five newspapers are also pub lished in 
the repub lic: El Cub ano Lib re, l a Inde­ 
pendia, El Bolotin IX* La Gerra, La 
Sanidad. Las Villas. 
Books have also 
b een pub lished, the first 
b eing the 
primer for the pub lic schools. 
“ Pursuant to the mandate contained 
in the constitution of 189 5 a constituent 
assemb ly was convoked to moot in ( >cto- 
b er, 189 7, to revise the law's and to elect 
new officers. The government council 
passed an electoral law and 24 repre­ 
sentatives wt re chosen from the six 
provinces b y all the citizens of the re­ 
pub lic, those in the ariuv as well as the 
civilians. The election was untram ­ 
meled b y the military. 
In a notab le 
letter of 
General Calixto Garcia, a 
translation of which reached President 
McKinley, he told how, in Santiago de 
Cub a, he gave his vote tlie same as the 
soldier and peasant, and how' inspiring 
it was to set 
the people exercise the 
right of suffrage iu districts controlled 
entirely b y the repub lic.

“From the very inception of the revo­ 
lution the Cubans provided for a civil 
pow'er. The Cuban revolutionary party, 
which prepared and directed the move­ 
ment, was a civil organization headed 
by Jose Marti, most zealous in establish­ 
ing I he paramount influence of the law 
over the sword. General Conies then 
and throughout a1) the revolution has 
shown himself desirous that the civil 
authorities should have the supreme 
power. 
W hen he and Marti landed 
their first aim was to constitute a pro­ 
visional government. 
“The death of Marti postponed for a 
time the sellction of the representa­ 
tives, hut in the beginning of Septem­ 
ber, 1895, the call previously issued was 
complied with. 
Representatives from each of 
the 
provinces of Santiago, Puerto Principe, 
Santa Clara and tile western part. of 
tin* island, comprising the pron noes of 
Matanzas and Hubana, making 20 in 
all, were elected to tho constituent as­ 
sembly, which was to establish a civil 
government, republican in form. 
“ The constituent assembly, composed 
of doctors, lawyers and distinguished 
Cubans, met at Jimaguaya, in the prov­ 
ince of Puerto Principe, on the 18th of 
September, 1895. 
It was duly organ­ 
ized, it solemnly declared the independ­ 
ence of Cuba and its separation from 
the Spanish monarchy, aud confirmed 
the existence of the republic of Cuba 
among the political divisions of the 
'world. The constitution,baaed on demo­ 
cratic and republican principles, was to 
lie iii force two years, unless tho free­ 
dom of Culm was obtain**! previous to 
the expiration of that time. 
“On tho 18th of September officers of 
the government wen? elected by the con­ 
stituent assembly in accordance with 
the terms of the constitution aud gen­ 
erals of the army electisl. 
“ During the two year* of the Cis­ 
neros administration, and up to the 
present time of Maso’s, the civil au­ 
thorities of tho republic have exercised 
their functions throughout the territory 
ooutroUod by the republic of Cubu, 
which is about three-fourths of the 
island. Thoro is a governor in every 
province, who has his subordinates and 
employes. 
“ The pmvinces are divided into pre­ 
fectures, under the supervision of the 
sec-rotary of the interior. The duties of 
the prefects are various and are subject 
to special laws. 
That those prefectures 
are in working operation, the official 
telegrams of the Spanish press afford 
innumerable proofs. 
General Blanco, 
in a communication to his government, 
under date of March 18, published in all 
the Madrid papers, says: 
“ ‘H a v a n a — Captain general to minis­ 
ter of war: In operations of columns 
in the east, tho military lines of the 
enemy between Bayamo, Manzanillo 
aud Canto were broken, also destroying 
tho civil organization which they had 
in that territory for two years. ’ 
“Documents were tiled before the sen­ 
ate committee of foreign relations last 
April, which were published as docu­ 
ment No. 19, Fifty fifth congress, first 
session, which proved that the civil gov 
em inent legislated as to commerce, gov­ 
ernment workshops, manufactories, coast 
inspectors, postotncos, that stamps have 
been issued, public schools established, 
civil marriage provided for; that the pub­ 
lic traesury is well organized, taxes being 
collected and amounting to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, President Cisneros, 
and afterwards President Maso, issuing 
state papers as they became opportune. 
The military authorities are subordinate 
to the civil government. 
In many docu­ 
ments the generals so declare it, aud 
General 
Gomez, the 
commamler-in- 
chief, duly took the oath to the constitu­ 
tion. 
“The general reports of the civil gov­ 
ernor of rho east, Carlos Munnel de 
CesiHMlos, for the years 1896 and 1897,
